Water Is Sweetened with Ait 
to Prevent Disease 


New York City’s water supply is car- 
ried- through pipes for such great dis- 
tance that it is necessary to sweeten it 
with air'and sunshine to guard against 
contamination. This is done in huge aer- 
ation plants where the water is ejected 
through perforated pipes. High, open 
country amid flowering fields is chosen as 
the place for the process, and the-area is 
fenced in to prevent foreign matter fall- 
ing into the water.
